WHEREAS, on average, less than half of those affected by mental illness seek treatment due to stigma and a 
lack of awareness surrounding the issue, especially young adults that struggle with mental illness; and 
 
WHEREAS, individuals living with mental illnesses are not alone in their battle, nor should they feel alone, 
and should seek support from their family, friends, coworkers, and neighbors;
